DD/I noted completion of two memos in response to recent DCI 
inquiries. One deals with the India food crisis and transportation and 
logistics facilities relating to the food distribution problem. The other 
is a detailed assessment of the capability of the Cambodian transporta- 
tion system as it might be used by the Communists in Southeast Asia 
military operations. (See Action 1) 

DD/I reported on cooperative work done by DD/I representatives 
with INR and DIA officers in providing support to the U. S. attache in 
Moscow in his conversational contacts with Soviet military officials. 

R. J. Sm.ith noted an error in this morning's CIB concerning 
certain aspects of current fighting in Vietnam. Smith also reported 
on the current situation in Santo Domingo and on sonae current coup 
reports in Laos. 


Smith referred to two special reports issued by OCI today. One 
deals with Soviet military doctrine concerning night operations and the 
other with popular attitudes and morale in Communist China. Both
